In Highway Death of Georger 


A co ro ner’s jury , sitting at the 
City Hall this mo rning in the 
death o f J o seph R. Geo rger, 38 , o f 
Ro ute 1, Illino , who died at 3:34 
p.m. Saturday as the result o f in­ 
juries receiv ed in an auto mo bile 
co llisio n near Ro gers Sto re, Grant 
City , Saturday afterno o n, returned 
the fo llo wing v erdict to Co ro ner 
Cly de Po e: “ We find that J o e 
Geo rger came to his death by v ir­ 
tue o f an auto co llisio n o n J uly 19, 
19 5 3. We further find that there 
was no felo ny co mmitted.” 
The jury was co mpo sed o f Dale 
Alco rn, C. D. Sp ring s, Ray Clinto n, 
Harold Pitman, Charles Conn and 
W. O. Dy sart, the latter being 
cho sen fo reman. 
The jury was taken to v iew the 
bo dy Saturday by Co ro ner Po e.

More than 24,000 battle deaths 
I among our armed forces have been 
officia lly reported to nex t of kin 
¡during the three years of hostili­ 
ties. Allowing for deaths among 
men still listed as missing, the 
statisticians estimate that the U.S. 
battle death toll in Korea is about 
32,000. In comparison, well over 
50,000 
battle deaths occurred in 
the Army land forces alone in the 
Pacific area during World War II. 
Our battle death rate in Korea, 
based 
upon the estimated total 
[ death toll of 32,000 averaged 3.5 
a year for each 1,000 men under 
arms from J une 1950 to J une 1953. 
During World War II the average 
was 8.9 per 1,000 a year. 
The heaviest losses in Korea 
were suffered in the early months 
of the conflict. For the second half 
of 
19 50 the battle death rate for 
all Americans in the armed forces, 
based on notifications of nex t of 
kin, was 7.9 per 1,000 a year. The 
rate dropped to 3.2 in 1951 and 
to 
1.3 in 1952. It was 1.1 up to 
June 12 of this year. 
As in World War II, the Marine j 
Corps 
has 
suffered 
relatively ! 
heavier losses in Korea than any 
other branch of service. The M a­ 
rine Corps battle death rate in

“ Poor, often primitive, en- 
viornmental sanitation; the high 
prevalence of infectious diseases;

"Losses resulting from ex posure 
to cold ha ve been reduced by in­

Where 
a pressure system is in use on the 
farm, water can be put in the lay­ 
ing house at a surprisingly low | 
cost, particularly at a low cost j 
when figuring the hours of laborj 
saved.

The second biggest step saver 
is having a feed room convenient- :

A door should be pro­ 
vided so feed may be unloaded 
from outside the building. In ad­ 
dition, a door should lead from 
the feed room directly into the 
laying house.

States forces in Korea have been 
little more than one tenth the 
nu mber in World War II, statis­ 
ticians pointed ou t today. 
More than 24,000 battle deaths 
among ou r armed forces have been 
officially reported to next of kin 
du ring the three years of hostili­ 
ties. Allowing for deaths among 
men still listed as missing, the 
statisticians estimate that the U.S. 
battle death toll in Korea is abou t 
32,000. In comparison, well over 
50,000 battle deaths occu rred in 
the Army land forces alone in the 
Pacific area du ring World W ar II. 
Ou r battle death rate in Korea, 
based u pon the estimated total 
death toll of 32,000 averaged 3.5 
a year for each 1,000 men u nder 
arms from Ju ne 19 50 to Ju ne 19 53. 
Du ring World War II the average 
was 8.9 per 1,000 a year. 
The heaviest losses in Korea 
were su ffered in the early months 
of the conflict. For the second half 
of 19 50 the battle death rate for 
all Americans in the armed forces, 
bu sed on notifications of next of 
kin, was 7.9 per 1,000 a year. The 
rate dropped to 3.2 in 19 51 and 
to 1.3 in 19 52. It was 1.1 u p to 
Ju ne 12 of this year. 
As ;n World War II, the Marine

has

relatively 
heavier losses in Korea than any 
other branch of service. The Ma­ 
rine Corps battle death rate in 
Korea averaged 7.1 per 1,000 a 
year, allowing for the probable j 
dead among those listed as miss- j 
ing.

000 three-gallon buckets. Where 
a pressure system is in use on the 
farm, water can be put in the lay­ 
ing house at a surprisingly low 
cost, particularly at a low cost 
when figuring the hours of labor j 
saved. 
Mr. and Mrs. Denis LeGrand of 
Benton, Route 1 is one family hav- j 
ing recently incorporated all these j 
features in a new laying house for i 
750 hens. 
The second biggest step saver 
is having a feed room convenient­ 
ly located in the laying house. The 
feed room may be made of one- 
inch poultry netting or be a box- 
ed-in room. A door should be pro- | 
vided so feed may be unloaded 
from outside the building. In ad- : 
dition, a door should lead from 
the feed room directly into the j 
laying house. Adequate feed stor­ 
age bins or barrels should be pro­ 
vided. Time can be saved by hav­ 
ing the feed in a bin rather than 
having to empty a sack each time 
the birds are fed. 
In working with larger flocks, 
time and steps can be saved by 
providing for an egg handling and 
storage room right at the laying 
house. In this manner, the eggs 
are only carried to the egg room 
and from there are directly load­ 
ed from the egg room to go to 
market.

Lath Screen on Seed Bed 
Grows Perennial Flowers 


If Med of perennial flowers 
were not sown in the spring, 
can be started in the summer by 
taking extra precautions to pro­ 
tect the seedlings from extreme 
heat and supply plenty of water 
both before and after germina­ 
tion. 
The traditional method of pro­ 
tecting plants from the sun’s neat 
is by using a canopy of lath. 
This lowers the soil temperature, 
while admitting plenty of light, 
and is under the complete con­ 
trol of the gardener. To protect 
the seeds and seedlings from the 
wash of heavy rains, and insure 
quick drainage, it is best to pre­ 
pare a seed bed enclosed by a 
frame of boards. Top soil should 
be filled in to raise the level of 
the bed several inches above the 
surrounding surface. 
A l a t h 
screen should be nfhde to fit the 
frame. 
Sow the seeds in rows, labeling 
each row. Cover seed only with 
porous soil, peat moss or sand, 
never with clay soil. Until the 
seeds sprout the surface should 
be kept moist.

Three hundred hens

of water per year. If water 
is carried, this means carrying 2,- 
000 three-gallon buckets. Where 
a pressure system is in use on the 
farm, water can be put in the lay­ 
ing house at a surprisingly low 
cost, particularly at a low cost 
when figuring the hours of labor 
saved. 
Mr. and Mrs. Denis LeGrand of 
Benton, Route 1 is one family hav ­ 
ing recently incorporated all these 
features in a new laying house for 
750 hens. 
The second biggest step saver 
is having a feed room convenient­ 
ly located in the laying house. The 
feed room may be made of one- 
inch poultry netting or be a box- 
ed-in room. A door should be pro­ 
vided so feed may be unloaded 
from outside the building. In ad­ 
dition, a door should lead from 
the feed room directly into the 
laying house. Adequate feed stor­ 
age bins or barrels should be pro­ 
vided. Time can be saved by hav­ 
ing the feed in a bin rather than 
having to empty a sack each time 
the birds are fed. 
In working with larger flocks, 
time and steps can be saved by 
providing for an egg handling and 
storage room right at the laying 
house. In this manner, the eggs 
are only carried to the egg room 
and from there are directly load­ 
ed from the egg room to go to 
market. 
Other labor and step savers in 
the laying house are using built- 
up litter, the use of droppings 
pits instead of droppings boards, 
automatatic light switch, conveni­ 
ently located nests, feeders and 
waters, and in larger houses, the 
use of cither a track and carrier 
or mechanical feeders. 
INSECT SITUATION 
IN SCOTT COUNTY 
GRASSHOPPERS — Grasshop­ 
pers are still the greatest insect 
threat to corps over the county. 
Damage is showing up in many 
areas, and you can expect it to 
increase. 
Unlike arm yw orm s or 
cutworms which have a relatively

and

weeks. 
LEAFHOPPERS— A lot of yel­ 
lowing of alfalfa leaves is showing 
up in alfalfa over most of the 
county. Although some of this i: 
undoubtedly mineral deficiencies, 
don’t overlook leafhopper damage 
When some leaves over the entire 
plant show yellowing rather than 
the condition being confined ti­ 
the upper leaves, the damage will 
usually be leaf hoppers. 
Spraying with 1 pound of DDT 
or methoxychlor will control the 
leafhoppers. Don’t cut the hay un ­ 
til at least two weeks after the 
spray is put on. 
COTTON INSECT—There is a 


light population of cotton aphid in 
some cotton fields. Very few fields 
are 
being 
damaged 
seriously 
enough to w arrant spraying, even 
though an occasional plant will 
have a lot of aphids on it. Don’t 
gauge the need for spraying by a 
few plants—take an average of 
the entire field. Spraying cotton 
at this time is very apt to increase 
boll worm damage. 
So far, boll worms are causin" 
Die damage on cotton. There are

CORN 
EARWORM — Earworm 
damage to corn largely stopped 
during 
last week. 
Most of the 
worms are now pupating, and will 
emerge about the time corn is 
silking. All indications are that 
corn earworm damage will be un­ 
usually heavy again this year, but 
there is no control that is practic­ 
able in protecting the ears of field 
corn. 
Over the rest of the state, borer 
development 
has 
been 
slower. 
Many borers are still working the 
tassies, and feeding scars are evi­ 
dent on leaves in many fields. 
YELLOW - STRIPED A R M Y - 
WORM—A partial second genera­ 
tion of the yellow striped arm y- 
worm also called the cotton cut­ 
worm, has shown up in some areas 
of the county. 
This is not to be confused with 
the true armyworm. Damage lias 
been heavy in a few scattered 
fields, and control may not be 
necessary. If it is necessary to 
spray, use DDT at 1 * 2 lbs. per 
acre, or toxaphene at 2 lbs. per 
acre. 
BLISTER BEETLES — Striped 
blister Beetles have broken out 
in several sections in the county. 
Soybean fields have been most 
severely affected. These 
insects 
congregate in droves, and can lit­ 
erally strip a field or garden in 
a few days. 
In the garden, use a methoxv- 


ciilor oust, ana dust heavily. II 
dust gets on edible portions of 
vegetables, be sure they are wash­ 
ed thnroughh before being eaten. 
In field crops or pastures, use DDT 
or ehlordun eat l l/-> lbs. per arce. 
Keep livestock off treated pas­ 
tures, and don’t cut treated crops 
for hay or silage for at least two

save both time and shoe leather 
this fall by modernizing the lay­ 
ing house this summer, says Tom 
Ii. Stroup, County Agent. 
Probably tin biggest saving in 
nbor r;.n be 
< mplished by in­ 
stalling autom,itH waterers at the 
.v nr holist Three hundred hens 
vv iii consum e approximately 20 
tons of water per year, lf w ater 
is carried, this means carrying 2,- 
000 three-gallon buckets. Where 
a pressure system is in use on the 
farm, water can be put in the lay­ 
ing house at a surprisingly low 
cost, particularly at a low cost 
when figuring the hours of labor 
saved. 
Mr. and Mrs. Denis LeGrand of 
Benton, Route I is one family hav­ 
ing recently incorporated all these 
features in a new laying house for 
750 hens. 
The second biggest step saver 
is having a feed room convenient­ 
ly located in the laying house. The 
feed room may be made of one- 
inch poultry netting or be a box- 
ed-in room. A door should be pro­ 
vided so feed may be unloaded 
from outside the building. In ad­ 
dition, a door should lead from 
the feed room directly into the 
laying house. Adequate feed stor­ 
age bins or barrels should be pro­ 
vided. Time can be saved by hav­ 
ing the feed in a bin rather than 
having to empty a sack each time 
the birds are fed. 
In working with larger flocks, 
time and steps can be saved by 
providing for an egg handling and 
storage room right at the laying 
house. In this manner, the eggs 
are only carried to the egg room 
and from there are directly load­ 
ed from the egg room to go to 
market. 
Other labor and step savers in 
the laying house are using built­ 
up litter, the use of droppings 
pits instead of droppings boards, 
automatatic light switch, conveni­ 
ently located nests, feeders and 
w’aters, and in larger houses, the 
use of either a track and carrier 
or mechanical feeders.

LEAFHOPPERS—A lot of yel­ 
lowing of alfalfa leaves is showing 
up in alfalfa over most of the 
county. Although some of this i; 
undoubtedly mineral deficiencies, 
don’t overlook leafhopper damage 
When some leaves over the entire 
plant show yellowing rather than 
the condition being confined to 
the upper leaves, the damage will 
usually be leafhoppers. 
Spraying with I pound of DDT 
or methoxychlor will control the 
leafhoppers.

COTTON INSECT—There is a 
light population of cotton aphid in 
some cotton fields.

All indications are that 
corn earworm damage will be un­ 
usually heavy again this year, but 
there is no control that is practic­ 
able in protecting the ears of field 
corn.

YELLOW - STRIPED A R M Y - 
WORM—A partial second genera­ 
tion of the yellow striped arm y- 
w'orm also called the cotton cut­ 
worm, has shown up in some areas 
of the county. 
This is not to be confused with 
the true armyworm. Damage has 
been heavy in a few scattered 
fields, and control may not be 
necessary. If it is necessary to 
spray, use DDT at P's lbs. per 
acre, or toxaphene at 2 lbs. per 
acre. 
BLISTER BEETLES — Striped 
blister Sect Irs have broken out 
in several sections in the county. 
Soybean fields have been most 
severely affected. These insects 
congregate in droves, and can lit­ 
erally strip a field or garden in 
a few days. 
In the garden, use a methoxy- 


chior oust, ami dust heavily, ll 
dust gets on edible portions of 
vegetables, be sure they are wash­ 
ed thoroughly before being eaten.

States forces in Korea have been 
little more than one tenth the 
number in World W ar II, statis­ 
ticians pointed out today. 
More than 24,000 battle deaths 
among our armed forces have been 
officially reported to next of kin 
during the three years of hostili­ 
ties. Allowing for deaths among 
men still listed as missing, the 
statisticians estimate that the U.S. 
battle death toll in Korea is about 
32,000. In comparison, well over 
50,000 battle deaths occurred in 
the Army land forces alone in the 
Pacific area during World War II. 
Our battle death rate in Korea, 
based upon 
the estimated 
total 
death toll of 32,000 averaged 3.5 
a year for each 1,000 men under 
arms from Ju n e 1950 to Jun e 1953. j 
During World War II the average, 
was 8.9 per 1,000 a year. 
The heaviest losses in Korea 
were suffered in the early months 
of the conflict. For the second half 
of 1950 the battle death rate for 
all Americans in the armed forces, 
based on notifications of next of 
kin, was 7.9 per 1,000 a year. The 
rate dropped to 3.2 in 1951 and 
to 1.3 in 1952. It was 1.1 up to ;

save both time and shoe leather 
this fall by modernizing the lay­ 
ing house this summer, says Tom 
B. Stroup, County Agent.

If water 
is carried, this means carrying 2,- 
000 three-gallon buckets. Where 
a pressure system is in use on the 
farm, water can be put in the lay­ 
ing house at a surprisingly low- 
cost, particularly at a low cost 
when figuring the hours of labor 
saved. 
Mr. and Mrs. Denis LeGrand of 
Benton, Route 1 is one family hav­ 
ing recently incorporated all these 
features in a new laying house for 
750 hens. 
The second biggest step saver 
is having a feed room convenient­ 
ly located in the laying house. The 
feed room may be made of one- 
inch poultry netting or be a box- 
ed-in room. A door should be pro­ 
vided so feed may be unloaded 
from outside the building. In ad­ 
dition, a door should lead from 
the feed room directly into the 
laying house. Adequate feed stor­ 
age bins or barrels should be pro­ 
vided. Time can be saved by hav­ 
ing the feed in a bin rather than 
having to empty a sack each time 
the birds are fed. 
In working with larger flocks, 
time and steps can be saved by 
providing for an egg handling and 
storage room right at the laying 
house. In this manner, the eggs 
are only carried to the egg room 
and from there arc directly load­ 
ed from the egg room to go to 
market. 
Other labor and step savers in 
the laying house are using built- 
up litter, the use of droppings 
pits instead of droppings boards, 
automatatic light switch, conveni­ 
ently located nests, feeders and 
waters, and in larger houses, the j 
use of either a track and carrier 
or mechanical feeders.

As a rule of 
thumb to follow, keep off all 
sprayed pastures for at least 2 
weeks after spraying. Wait at least 
2 weeks before cutting meadows 
that were sprayed, and wait the 
same length of time before ensil­ 
ing any sprayed crop. 
Aldrin at 4 ounces per acre, 
chlordance at 1 pound, or toxa- 
phene at 2 pounds are giving good 
control on hoppers. 
CORN EARWORM — Earworm 
damage to corn largely stopped 
during last week. Most of the 
worms are now pupating, and will 
emerge about the time corn is 
silking. All indications are that 
corn earworm damage will be un­ 
usually heavy again this year, but 
there is no control that is practic­ 
able in protecting the ears of field 
corn.

YELLOW - STRIPED A R M Y - 
WORM—A partial second genera­ 
tion of the yellow striped army- 
worm also called the cotton cut­ 
worm, has shown up in some areas 
of the county. 
This is not to be confused with 
the true army worm. Damage lias 
been heavy in a few scattered 
fields, and control may not be 
necessary. If it is necessary to 
spray, use DDT at 1 h2 lbs. per 
acre, or toxaphene at 2 lbs. per 
acre. 
BLISTER BEETLES — Striped 
blister Beetles have broken out 
in several sections in the county. 
Soybean fields have been most 
severely affected. These insects 
congregate in droves, and can lit­ 
erally strip a field or garden in 
a few days.

Lath Screen on Seed Bed 
Grows Perennial Flowers 


If seed of perennial flowers 
were not sown in the spring, they 
can be started in the summer by 
taking extra precautions to pro­ 
tect the seedlings from extreme 
heat and supply plenty of water 
both before and after germina­ 
tion. 
The traditional method of pro­ 
tecting plants from the sun’s heat 
is by using a canopy of lath. 
This lowers the soil temperature, 
while admitting plenty of light, 
and is under the complete con­ 
trol of the gardener. To protect 
the seeds and seedlings from the 
wash of heavy rains, and insure 
quick drainage, it is best to pre­ 
pare a seed bed enclosed by a 
frame of boards. Top soil should 
be filled in to raise the level of 
the bed several inches above the 
surrounding 
surface.

screen should be nthde to fit the 
frame. 
Sow the seeds in rows, labeling 
each row’. Cover seed only with 
porous soil, peat moss or sand, 
never w’ith clay soil. Until the 
seeds sprout the surface should 
be kept moist.

Lath Screen on Seed Bed 
Grows Perennial Flowers 


If seed ol perennial flowers 
were not sown in the spring, they 
can be started in the summer by 
taking extra precautions to pro­ 
tect the seedlings from extreme 
heat and supply plenty of water 
both before and after germina­ 
tion. 
The traditional method of pro­ 
tecting plants from the sun’s heat 
is by using a canopy of lath. 
This lowers the soil temperature, 
while admitting plenty of light, 
and is under the complete con­ 
trol of the gardener. To protect 
the seeds and seedlings from the 
wash of heavy rains, and insure 
quick drainage, it is best to pre­ 
pare a seed bed enclosed by a 
frame of boards. Top soil should 
be filled in to raise the level of 
the bed several inches above the 
surrounding 
surface. 
A l a t h 
screen should be rrfede to fit the 
frame. 
Sow the seeds in rows, labeling 
each row’. Cover seed only with 
porous soil, peat moss or sand. 
never with clay soil. Until the 
seeds sprout the surface should 
be kept moist.
